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FISHERIES  DEPARTMENT. 

“  FISHERIES  ACT.” 

PURSUANT  to  the  “  Fisheries  Act,”  chap¬ 
ter  101,  R.S.B.C.  1936,  His  Honour  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  has  been 
pleased  to  make  the  following  regulations, 
namely : — 

Under  section  29a  of  the  Act,  regulations 
covering  the  harvesting  and  processing  of 
aquatic  plants  as  follows: — 

(1.)  For  the  purpose  of  these  regulations, 
“  kelp  ”  shall  include  the  species  Macrocystis 
pyrifera  and  Nereocystis  lutkeana. 

(2.1  Every  applicant  for  a  licence  to  har¬ 
vest  kelp  or  other  aquatic  plants  must  state  in 
the  application  the  name  of  the  applicant,  the 
address  of  the  applicant,  describe  in  detail  the 
area  to  be  harvested,  the  species  to  be  har¬ 
vested,  and  attach  to  the  application  a  section 
of  an  Admiralty  chart  upon  which  is  deline¬ 
ated  the  exact  area  applied  for  with  directions 
given  true.  The  point  of  commencement  of 
all  directions  shall  be  from  an  iron  post  planted 
in  the  ground  above  high-water  mark  at  the 
latitude  and  longitude  indicated  in  the  appli¬ 
cation. 

(3.)  A  separate  application  must  be  sub¬ 
mitted  for  each  area  to  be  harvested  and  a 
separate  licence  for  each  area  is  required. 

(4.)  The  fee  for  a  licence  to  harvest  kelp 
from  the  waters  of  British  Columbia  is  ten 
dollars  ($10),  payable  upon  application. 

(5.)  Every  person  who  harvests  kelp  in  the 
waters  of  British  Columbia  shall  render  a 
monthly  statement  to  the  Provincial  Fisheries 
Department  covering  the  record  of  operations 
for  the  previous  month,  such  statements  shall 
be  rendered  not  later  than  the  tenth  day  of 
the  month  following  for  which  the  statement 
covers. 

(6.)  Every  person  who  harvests  kelp  shall, 
on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  each  month,  pay 
to  the  Provincial  Fisheries  Department  a 
royalty  equal  to  ten  cents  (10c.)  per  ton  wet 
weight  on  all  kelp  harvested  the  month 
previous. 

(7.)  Ever-y  person  who  harvests  kelp  shall 
employ  such  method  as  will  sever  clean  the 
plant  stalks.  The  use  of  apparatus  which 
tends  to  strain  or  break  the  plant  from  its 
holdfast  on  the  sea-bottom  is  prohibited. 

(8.)  No  person  shall  cut  kelp  of  the  species 
Macrocystis  pyrifera  at  a  greater  depth  than 
five  feet  below  the  surface  of  the  water. 

(9.)  Every  machine  or  apparatus  used  in 
harvesting  any  kelp  must  be  so  arranged  and 
equipped  to  cut  perpendicular  on  both  edges 
of  the  horizontal  swath  from  the  bottom  of 
the  cut  to  the  surface  of  the  water. 

(10.)  Every  person  who  harvests  kelp  shall 
do  so  in  an  efficient  and  workmanlike  manner, 
and  must  remove  all  cut  kelp  from  the  water 
at  the  time  of  cutting  so  as  to  prevent  any 
kelp  from  drifting  or  being  washed  ashore. 

(11.)  Every  person  engaged  in  harvesting 
any  kelp  must  leave  undisturbed  an  uncut 
strip,  not  less  than  fifty  yards  long  and  the 
full  width  of  the  bed  being  cut,  for  each  lineal 
mile  harvested,  uncut  strips  to  run  perpen¬ 
dicular  to  the  tidal  currents  at  that  place. 

(12.)  Every  person  who  harvests  kelp  or 
other  aquatic  plants  in  the  waters  of  British 
Columbia  shall,  immediately  upon  delivery  to  a 
plant  or  drying-shed  or  other  place,  enter  into 
a  book  kept  for  the  purpose  the  quantity  and 
species  of  all  kelp  or  other  aquatic  plants 
received. 

(13.)  All  records  required  by  the  Commis¬ 
sioner  of  Fisheries  to  be  kept  by  a  person  har¬ 
vesting  kelp  or  other  aquatic  plants  shall  be 
kept  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  Commis¬ 
sioner  of  Fisheries,  and  shall  be  open  at  all 


times  during  business  hours  to  inspection  by 
an  officer  of  the  Provincial  Fisheries  Depart¬ 
ment. 

(14.)  Every  applicant  for  a  licence  to  oper¬ 
ate  a  plant  for  the  purpose  of  treating,  curing, 
drying,  or  otherwise  processing  any  kelp  or 
other  aquatic  plants  in  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia  shall  state  in  the  application  the 
name  of  the  applicant,  the  address  of  the  ap¬ 
plicant,  the  name  and  address  of  the  plant, 
the  location  of  the  plant,  giving  the  legal  de¬ 
scription  of  the  property  upon  which  the  plant 
is  situated,  and  briefly  describe  the  nature  of 
the  process  for  which  licence  is  required. 

(15.)  The  licence  fee  for  a  plant  for  the 
pui-pose  of  treating,  curing,  drying,  or  other¬ 
wise  processing  any  keln  or  other  aquatic 
plants  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia 
shall  be  ten  dollars  ($10),  payable  on  appli¬ 
cation. 

(16.)  Every  person  who  operates  a  plant 
for  the  purpose  of  treating,  curing,  drying,  or 
otherwise  processing  any  kelp  or  other  aquatic 
plants  shall  enter  into  a  book  kept  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  the  quantity  and  species  of  all  kelp  or 
other  aquatic  plants  as  harvested,  immediately 
upon  receipt  of  same. 

(17.)  All  records  required  by  the  Commis¬ 
sioner  of  Fisheries  to  be  kept  by  a  person  who 
operates  a  plant  for  the  purpose  of  treating, 
curing,  drying,  or  otherwise  processing  kelp 
or  other  aquatic  plants  shall  be  kept  in  a 
manner  satisfactory  to  the  Commissioner  of 
Fisheries,  and  shall  be  open  at  all  times  during 
business  hours  to  inspection  by  an  officer  of 
the  Provincial  Fishei’ies  Department. 

(18.)  Every  person  who  operates  a  plant 
for  the  purpose  of  treating,  curing,  drying,  or 
otherwise  processing  any  kelp  or  other  aquatic 
plants  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia 
shall  render  a  statement  to  the  Provincial 
Fisheries  Department  covering  the  record  of 
the  operations  for  the  previous  month,  showing 
the  quantity  of  all  wet  kelp  or  other  aquatic 
plants  received  according  to  species,  from 
whom  received,  and  how  processed.  Such 
record  shall  be  rendered  not  later  than  the 
tenth  day  of  the  month  following  for  which 
the  statement  covers. 

Under  section  29b  of  the  Act,  regulations 
covering  the  cultivation,  growing,  or  harvest¬ 
ing  of  shell-fish  as  follows : — 

(19.)  Every  person  who  engages  in  the  busi¬ 
ness  of  cultivating,  growing,  or  harvesting 
oysters,  clams,  or  other  shell-fish  from  leased 
foreshore  shall  register  with  the  Provincial 
Fisheries  Department,  giving  the  name  and 
address  of  the  grower,  species  of  shell-fish 
grown,  the  location  of  the  foreshore,  the  legal 
description  of  the  foreshore,  and  the  acreage 
in  each  lot,  and  every  registered  grower  of 
shell-fish  shall  reregister  with  the  Provincial 
Fisheries  Department  immediately  following 
the  first  day  of  April  in  each  year.' 

(20.)  Every  registered  grower  shall  notify 
the  Provincial  Fisheries  Department  of  any 
change  in  status  immediately  such  change 
takes  place. 

(21.)  Every  registered  grower  of  shell-fish 
shall  make  a  return  to  the  Provincial  Fisheries 
Department  not  later  than  the  thirty-first  day 
of  March  in  each  year,  on  a  form  supplied  by 
the  Department,  setting  out  the  quantity  of 
shell-fish  harvested,  the  species,  and  the  area 
from  which  harvested. 

Under  section  26  of  the  Act,  the  licence  fee 
for  a  fish-processing  plant  be  set  at  one  dol¬ 
lar  ($1)  and  that  the  licence  fee  for  a  tuna- 
fish  cannery  be  set  at  one  dollar  ($1).

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  mav  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.
